FAYETTEVILLE, Ark. (AP) 


— Some 175 University of Ar- 
kansas employes went back to 
work today, suspending a two- 
week strike for better pay and 
more job security after they 
were promised negotiations be- 
tween the university and their 
union.

Monday in Fayetteville, said 
John Hale of Little Rock, inter- 
national representative of the 
State, County and Municipal 
Employes Union (AFL-CIO). 


Bob Parker, president of the 


Northwest Arkansas L a b o r 
Council, credited Gov. Orval E. 
Faubus with settling the strike. 
"The action of the governor in 
suggesting that the trustees and 
the strikers negotiate was an in- 
valuable aid in breaking the 
stalemate," Parker said. 


The board of trustees, at Fau- 


bus suggestion, named a three- 
man board to investigate the cir- 
cumstances that led to the 
strike Oct. 4. 


Union 
workers 
voted 
un- 


animously at a meeting Wednes- 
day night to return to work to- 
day. The strike was suspended 
for 30 days. 


Faubus appealed to the strik- 


ers Tuesday to return to work, 
then suggested the investigation 
by the board committee into 
complaints of low wages and 
poor working conditions. 


Strikers picketed the univer- 


sity campus for a week, then 
university officials obtained a 
temporary 
injunction 
against 


picketing f r o m Washington 
Chancery Court. The union said 
it would appeal the injunction to 
the Arkansas Supreme Court but 
it has not done so. 


Dr. David Mullins, president 


of the university, said in a state- 
ment earlier this week that the 
university would not negofiate 
with the union but would talk 
to employes individually about 
their complaints.

U.S. Rolls Out 
Red Carpet for 
Communist Tito 


WASHINGTON (AP) ~ Pres- 


ident Tito of Communist Yugo- 
slavia was given a red-carpet 
welcome to the White House to- 
day—six years after a similar 
event was planned, then can- 
celed because of mass protests. 


President Kennedy, greeting 


the Yugoslav leader, said it was 
most important that countries 
separated by an ocean, and with 
differences in political philoso- 
phy, try to know the policies of 
the nations of the world to les- 
sen the danger of war. 


"I take great pleasure in wel- 


coming you 
to the United 


States," 
said Kennedy, who 


added he was certain 
Tito 


would be "warmly and hospita- 
bly treated" during a 10-day 
tour of the nation. 


Tito read—in halting English 


—a response in which he said 
he looked forward to "frank ex- 
changes of views" on world 
problems of concern to both 
governments. 


Kennedy arranged to spend 


about 2Vz hours in private talks 
with Tito during the day. These 
sessions were in addition to a 
luncheon arranged by Kennedy 
in Tito's honor. 


Tito was. last in the United 


States in 1960, to attned the 
General Assembly of the Unit- 
ed Nations. Former President 
Dwight D. Eisenhower met him 
there, but did not invite him to 
Washington. 


In 1957, Eisenhower planned 


to entertain Tito at the White 
House, but abandoned the idea 
after being barraged with pro- 
tests from m.embers of Con- 
gress and various civic groups. 


While Tito was being greeted 


at a 15-minute military cere- 
mony on the south lawn of the 
White House, scores of.-pickets 
paraded--out of his sight —von 
Pennsylvania Avenue with ban- 
ner^ labeling 
the 
Yugoslav 


president a murderer and dicta- 
tor. 


The pickets described them- 


selves as Americans of Serbian 
and Croatian descent.

(AP) - TWO sentry satellites 
raced through space today on a 
secrecy-cloaked mission aimed 
at perfecting a foolproof means 
of policing the limited nuclear 
test ban treaty.

the feasibility of using satellite- 
borne instruments to detect nu- 
clear explosions as far as 200 
imllion miles from earth, The 
treaty forbids such blasts in 
outer space. 


Intricate devices in the twin 


satellites were designed to draw 
a chart of space radiation so

explosion.

Devise Plan 
to Spy on 
p** i i • r 
Fish Lire 


By WICK TEMPLE 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) — Look 


out fish, hero come Duncan, 
Jenkins and their funny-looking 
submarine. 


Tom Duncan and Bob Jenkins 


of the Bureau of Sport Fisheries 
and Wildlife plan to spy on fish 
in Arkansas reservoirs for the 
next five years to learn some of 
their secrets. They'll do this 
work with a two-man submarine 
that looks more like a World 
War II bomb. 


II weighs a ton on land but 


only seven pounds in the water, 
ami if it sinks, a scuba diver 
can pull it to the surface. 


Experiments with the baby 


sub will begin late this month 
after special underwater track- 
ing equipment is installed. A 
surface boat must be able to 
keep up with the sub for safety's 
sake. 


The sub isn't the only device 


Duncan and Jenkins and their 
research team have for peeping 
into the private lives of fish. 
They're using an echo sounder, 
a sensitive instrument that re- 
cords fish, channels, trees and 
other objects underwater. 


And they're using scuba div- 


ing equipment to mingle with 
fish. One diver reported a most 
unusual set of circumstances—a 
school of shad associating with 
a school of bass. The bass eat 
the shad and the research team 
can't figure out why the shad 
were stricking around their nat- 
ural enemies.

Ark., 
warehouse now 


awaiting 
the communications 


equipment. It will be used on 
Lake Norfork, Bull Shoals and 
in Beaver Reservoir when the 
latter is full of water.

Duncan said the researchers 


want to learn about a spawning, 
breeding, and schooling habits 
of fish 'and how water currents 
affect them. Duncan hopes to 
come up with an accurate "life 
history of a fish." The Univer- 
sity of Arkansas is conducting 
some research on the so-far un- 
filled Beaver Reservoir that will 
help the federal researchers.

Education

WASHINGTON (AP) - Over 


the weekend the National Edu- 
cation 
Association came 
out 


against the practice of state leg- 
islatures requiring high schools 
to provide driver laining. 


At first glance, this looked 


something like opposing good 
manners, good sportsmanship or 
good health. 


It wasn't at all. The NEA. an 


organization 
of teachers 
and 


school administrators, has no ob- 
jection to boys and girls learn- 
ing how to drive safely. 


What happened was this: An 


NEA-sponsored report said the 
role of the legislatures is to set 
forth generargoals and provide 
financial support. Tt said deci- 
sions on what to teach should be 
left as much as possible to local 
school faculties. 


An NEA spokesman said the 


recommendation was 
adopted 


because some state laws require 
courses on such things as com- 
munism and state history and 
several 
states 
require 
high 


schools to provide driver train- 
ing. 


The American Automobile As- 


sociation, which has pioneered 
in the work, reports that young- 
sters who have had driver" train- 
ing have fewer accidents and 
traffic law violations than those 


who haven't had if. 


The Automotive Safety Foun- 


dation puts it this way: 


"High school driver education 


offers a tested 'opportunity to 
improve the bad accident, record 
ot the teen-ager. The program 
is on probation and needs ag- 
gressive support so that more 
youngsters in more schools can 
'have the benefit of training. 


"The under-20 group has about 


(5.400 accidents a day at an e.s- 


j thnated cost of about $1. billion 
! a year. 
' ''They account for only 7.1 per 
cent of the licensed drivers but 
fi.GOO of them were involved in 
13.2 per cent of the fatal acci- 
dents in 1962." 


Last year about 3.1 million 


young people reached driving 
age. 
Of these, 1.31 million, or 


42 per cent, were enrolled in 
driver education courses. The 
percentage has been about the 
same since 1955. 


As the nation's population in- 


creases so will the number of 
drivers. However, the number of 
young 
drivers 
will 
increase 


more rapidly than those in other 
age groups.

leaders a week ago.

Fred Shuttlesworth. president 
of the Alabama Christian Move- 
ment for Human Rights, asked

The bean "receipt" is traditional except for the use of Idaho- 


grown large white Great Northern variety of dried beans. Some- 
lime, break with tradition and use instead Idaho's dappled Pinto 
beans, a flavor treat indeed. 


Old-Time Pot-O-Beans 


2 pounds (4 and % cups) Idaho Great Northern Beans, washed 
and soaked 


2 medium onions, chopped (1 cup) 
Z teaspoons dry mustard 
% pound salt pork 
2 teaspoons salt 
% cup brown sugar 
1 cup molasses 


Wash beans; add 3 quarts water. Bring to boiling point rapidly. 


Boil 2 minutes only. Add J/2 teaspoon soda. Cover; let stand 1 hour. 
Or soak overnight in measured amount of cold water and the soda. 
Either method—bring to boiling point in the soaking water. Add 
Z tablespoons salad oil or butter to cut down foam. Reduce heat, 
coyer and simmer until beans are tender but firm, about 1 hour. 
Using a slotted spoon, place beans in cooking pot in alternate layers 
•with chopped onions and the salt pork cut in %-inch slices. 


Mix together remaining ingredients with the bean liquid. Pour 


over the beans, adding enough boiling water so that beans are 
covered. Put on the tight-fitting lid or foil and lid. Bake in a 
250 degree F. (slow) oven for 8 hours, adding some boiling water 
jf beans are not quite covered. Just before serving, remove lid; 
raise oven heat to brown surface. Makes 12 hearty servings.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


; administration's $ll-billioll tax 


cut bill ran into rough going be- 
fore the Senate Finance Com- 
f inittee today. 


Before secretary of the Treas- 
ury Douglas Dillon could even 
begin his plea for quick action, 
two Democratic senators pro- 
tested what they said were in- 
timidation and pressure tactics 
in behalf of the bill. 


j Sen. Albert Gore, D-Tenn., 
said a telegram sent out by an 
official of the Democratic Na- 


r,4tional Committe might even be 
"an effort to purge him. 


Chairman Harry F. Byrd, D- 


Va., said that "recently public 


I statements," which he did not 


further describe, 
"have 
the 


characteristics of pressure pro- 
paganda" and were highly un- 
fair to his committee. 


Both Gore and Byrd are op- 


posed to the bill. 


The telegram to which Gore 


/•referred was sent by William 


Keel, director of research for 
party national committee. 


Gore demanded that Keel be 


asked to testify, and said he 
should be subpoenaed if he did 
not appear voluntarily. Byrd 
said this seemed to be a rea- 
sonable request. 


Gore read from one of the 


telegrams received in what he 
described as a mountain county 


i4in Tennessee he said the reci- 


pient, whose name he withheld. 
wafe told that the tax cut was 
vital to the 17,496 residents of 
the; county because it would 
mean an average tax cut of 
$436 for each family. 


Gore said many families in 


the' county would not get any 
such thing. The Treasury De- 
partment has estimated that an 


^average family of four with a 
*$10;000 yearly income would get 


a cut of $202. 


Keel confirmed Monday that 


such telegrams were being sent 
out over the country but said, 
"We're certainly not tryign to 
intimidate anybody." 


Byrd read a prepared state- 


ment denying charges of "un- 
due, delay" which he said had 
been made against his commit- 


o>tee. 


He said "the facts are" that 


it took the administration 30 
months to draft its tax program 
after President Kennedy first 
notified .Congress it was in 
the works, and that it took the 
House eight months to act on it. 


Surely, he said, his committee 


is entitled to spend some weeks 
on such a' complex and compre- 
hensive measure. 
0 The House passed the bill 


Sept. 25. Since then, the com- 
mittee has been studying it in 
closed sessions with its staff ex- 
perts, 


, Dillon, the first public wit- 
ness, came prepared with facts 
and figures to stress a need for 
urgency in approving the bill 
this year.

Stop Smoking 
Clinic for 
Research 


EDITOR'S NOTE: A month 


has gone by since AP staff writ- 
er Michael Keating and 59 other 
men attempted to quit smoking 
in an experimental clinic spon- 
sored by Roswell Park Memori- 
al Institute, New York State's 
cancer-research center. Here is 
Keating's third report.

BUFFALO, N.Y. (AP)-After 


15 years and 109,500 cigarettes, 
I have quit smoking 


So have 29 other men—all of 


us taking part in an experimen- 
tal stop-smoking clinic that bol- 
sters will power with drugs and 
psychology. 


The clinic has been under way 


for a month and I have not had 
a cigarette since it began. De- 
sire for one is almost.negligible. 
A month ago it dominated me. 


Although clinic doctors are 


withholding final judgment on 
their work until six months 
have passed, my mind is made 
up—Roswell Park Memorial In- 
stitute has a technique that helps 
a smoker stop without too much 
of a wrench. 


Of the 60 men who started in 


the clinic a month ago, 30 no 
longer are smoking, 19 have re- 
duced their smtking by at least 
half, one man has cut back less 
than half, and 10 others dropped 
cut. 


When the clinic began. Dr. 


Charles A. Ross, the director, 
said that if 50 per cent quit 
smoking for six months he 
would consider the clinic a suc- 
cess. 


Besides will power, the clinic 


employs the psychology of group 
action and two drugs—one ,to 
substitute for nicotine, the oth- 
er to control appetite, which 
often increases sharply in the 
absence of smoking. 


Drugs were given for the first 


two weeks to 30 of the men. 
Other 30 received imitations. 
Neither the doctors nor the 
participants know who received 
the drugs. This information is 
contained in a code that will 
not be broken until the six 
months have passed. 


Ross thinks that at least some 


of the men quit without benefit 
of 
the 
drug—lobeline, which 


stimulates the nervous system 
as does nicotine. 


Participants in the experiment 


report varying reactions. 


Arnold Winer, a 28-year-old 


teacher, says, "I haven't had a 
cigarette since the clinic began 
and I haven't missed them." 


Donald R. Denk, 38, a lawyer 


who decided to quit smoking 
after suffering a perforated ul- 
cer, reports "I stayed off about 
10 days." Then came a cocktail 
party, and he.flunked 


He is emoking about a pack a 


day, half of his previous con- 
sumption. 


I have passed the cocktail test 


and the other tests — drinking 
coffee, facing tense situations, 
arguing politics, all without ben- 
efit of cigarettes.
